WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama on 
Tuesday said a rejuvenat¬ 
ed Senate plan that cuts 
spending and raises taxes 
is “broadly consistent" 
with what he wants to do 
to cut the mounting U.S. 
debt and potentially open

a way for Congress to raise 
the American debt ceil¬ 
ing and avoid a default on 
obligations at home and 
abroad. 

Obama spoke briefly in the 
White House press room 
just hours after a biparti¬ 
san group of six senators 
resumed negotiating the 
plan. The senators said they 
were close to agreement 
on an immediate $500 bil¬ 
lion “down payment” on 
cutting the deficit as the 
starting point toward cuts 
of more than $4 trillion over 
the coming decade that 
would be completed in a 
second piece of legislation. 
The plan also would raise 
revenues by about $1 tril¬ 
lion over 10 years through 
a major overhaul of the tax 
code and cuts to popu¬ 
lar benefit programs like 
Medicare and Medicaid.

LONDON (AP) —Summoned 
by lawmakers to answer 
for a phone hacking and 
bribery scandal at one of his 
tabloids, Rupert Murdoch 
said he was humbled and 
ashamed Tuesday but 
accepted no responsibility 
for wrongdoing as a 

widening investigation 
threatened to ensnare 
Britain's prime minister. 

In a three-hour grilling, 
the 80-year-old media 
tycoon insisted he was at 
fault only for trusting the 
wrong people at the now- 
defunct News of the World, 
and noted that the paper 
made up a tiny portion of 
his vast media empire. 

The scandal has rocked 
Murdoch’s News Corp. 
and embroiled Britain’s top 
police, many journalists 


and politicians. Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
cut short his Africa trip to 
appear before a special 
parliamentary question 
session he called for 
Wednesday. 

Murdoch appeared 

confused and flustered in 
the beginning of Tuesday's 
parliamentary hearing, 
turning frequently to his 
son James for answers. 
But he soon regained his 
trademark cool. 

He said he had known 
nothing of allegations that 
staff at the News of the 
World tabloid hacked into 
cell phones and bribed 
police to get information 
on celebrities, politicians 
and crime victims, and 
that he never would have 
approved such “horrible 
invasions” of privacy. 

In the face of lawmakers’ 


suggestions that his 
organization encouraged 
such behavior, he was 
unflappable — even after 
a protester rushed at him in 
the middle of the hearing. 
He stayed seated when the 
man tried to throw a foam 
pie at him. A News Corp. 
attorney partially blocked 
the attack and Murdoch’s 
42-year-old wife slapped 
the prankster. After the 
protester was arrested, 
the billionaire simply shed 
his splattered suit jacket 
and continued answering 
questions. 

The scandal has captivated 
audiences from America 
to Murdoch's native 
Australia, and there's more 
to come — only a fraction 
of the nearly 4,000 people 
whose information was 
hacked are known and 
the police investigation 


appears to be widening. 
Murdoch has already shut 
the News of the World, 
given up on buying a major 
British satellite television 
company and accepted 
the resignations of two top 
executives because of the 
scandal. 

He said he had no plans 
to resign but expressed 
contrition on behalf of News 
Corp.’s British newspaper 
division. News International. 
“This is the most humble 
day of my career,” said 
Murdoch, a man once so 
politically powerful in Britain 
that former Prime Minister 
Tony Blair flew halfway 
around the world to secure 
his support as he launched 
the Labour Party’s bid for 
power in 1995.

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Obama promotes ‘Gang of Six' plan to avoid US default

There was no assurance 
such a plan would win sup¬ 
port in the Republican-con- 
trolled House where most 
members have vowed not 
to increase taxes. 

The plan largely mirrors one 
put forward months ago by 
Obama’s debt commission 
and he said on Tuesday 
that it “is broadly consistent 
with what I’ve proposed.” 
Congress faces an Aug. 
2 deadline for raising the 
debt limit above the cur¬ 
rent $14.3 trillion level. Fail¬ 
ure to do that would leave 
the Treasury Department 
unable to pay all the gov¬ 
ernment’s bills that come 
due. The government 
would face hard choices 
of whether to make pay¬ 
ments to holders of Treasury 
bonds or send out checks 
to retirees relying on Social 
Security, the government- 
run pension plan. 

That could create turmoil in 
financial markets and hob¬ 
ble global economies that 


are still struggling to recov¬ 
er from the deep recession 
that began in 2008. 
Obama’s declared plea¬ 
sure with the direction of 
the approach put forward 
by the bipartisan group of 
six senators quickly over¬ 
shadowed a vote in the 
House of Representatives 
later Tuesday. That bill, pro¬ 
posed by tea party con¬ 
servatives and more main-

stream Republicans, calls 
for deep spending cuts, a 
cap on government spend¬ 
ing and congressional pas¬ 
sage of a bill calling for 
amending the constitution 
to require the federal gov¬ 
ernment to spend no more 
than it collects in taxes and 
other fees. It does not in¬ 
clude any tax increases, 
something that many of 
the new House members 


elected with tea party sup¬ 
port pledged they would 
never allow. 

The House measure makes 
passage of the balanced 
budget constitutional 
amendment by both the 
House and Senate a pre¬ 
condition for raising the 
debt ceiling. 

While the bill is expected to 
easily pass in the House, it 
is seen as largely symbolic 
because it would fail in the 
Senate and Obama has 
vowed the measure should 
it ever reach his desk. 

Once the House bill stalled 
in the Senate, the upper 
chamber was then ex¬ 
pected to have tried to 
move forward with yet 
another bipartisan plan 
that would give Obama 
sweeping powers to in¬ 
crease the debt limit. That 
measure which has been in 
the works for several days 
has been shepherded in 
the Democratic-controlled 
Senate by Majority Leader 
Harry Reid and Republican 
leader Mitch McConnell. □ 


Tea Party ‘Cut 
cap and balance’ 

passes House

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

House of Representatives 
has passed legislation 
conditioning a $2.4 trillion 
increase in the nation’s 
borrowing cap on a tea 
party-backed plan to re¬ 
quire immediate spending 
cuts and a constitutional 
amendment requiring a 
balanced budget. 

The 234-190 vote sends the 
“cut, cap and balance” 
plan to the Democratic- 
controlled Senate, where 
it has virtually no chance 
of passing. 

With the House tally cast, 
attention is returning to 
efforts in the Senate to 
provide President Barack 
Obama authority to im¬ 
pose an increase in the 
debt limit without approv¬ 
al by Congress and on a 
new Senate “Gang of Six” 
proposal to cut the deficit 
by almost $4 trillion over 
the coming decadeO

Bachmann: severe migraines 
never 'incapacitated' her

WASHINGTON - Rep. Michele Bachmann suffers from 
migraine headaches so intense that she has sometimes 
sought emergency medical treatment, but the congress- 
woman said Tuesday that the condition would not pre¬ 
clude her from serving as president if elected. 

“Let me be abundantly clear - my ability to function ef¬ 
fectively has never been impeded by migraines and will 
not affect my ability to serve as commander in chief,” 
Bachmann, R-Minn„ said in a statement. She described 
the headaches as “easily controlled with medication.” 
Bachmann, who is seeking the Republican presidential 
nomination and was campaigning Tuesday in South Car¬ 
olina, was responding to a report in The Daily Caller, which 
published an article about the migraines on its website 
Monday night. It cited unnamed advisers, including one 
who said the congresswoman “carries and takes all sorts 
of pills" for migraines that at times rendered her “incapac¬ 
itated" - an assertion her campaign and family strongly 
disputed. 

“She would not in any respect meet the definition for 
not having capacity in one of these episodes,” Dr. Lucas 
Bachmann, the candidate's son and a medical resident 
at the University of Connecticut, said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. “She is probably not going to run a mile, but in terms 
of being able to engage, she can comprehend and as¬ 
sess information - without a doubt." 

The American Migraine Foundation, a nonprofit group de¬ 
voted to research, says 36 million Americans, or about 12 
percent of the population, suffer from migraines, a neu¬ 
rological disorder characterized by severe to moderate 
headaches and often nausea. The headaches, which the 
group says can be “extremely disabling for sufferers, pain¬ 
ful enough to cause work loss” typically last 24 hours; most 
people have only a few attacks per month, but chron¬ 
ic sufferers can have many more. Migraines, which are 
linked to depression, anxiety, sleep disorders and fatigue, 
are three times more common among women than men, 
the foundation says. 

As Bachmann has gained traction on the campaign trail, 
she is increasingly finding herself under scrutiny. In the past 
week alone, she confronted questions about her hus¬ 
band’s Christian counseling center, her decision to switch 
churches and, now, her medical history. □

A license lottery in New York City

NEW YORK - City officials, 
hoping to prevent confu¬ 
sion and disappointment as 
thousands of gay and lesbi¬ 
an couples prepare to mar¬ 
ry, said on Tuesday that the 
city would take the unusual 
step of limiting the number 
of marriages on Sunday, 
the first day the state will al¬ 
low same-sex marriage. 
Facing an influx of requests, 
the city said it would make 
available 764 marriage li¬ 
censes through a lottery. 
Couples who are turned 
down for Sunday will be 
able to try again during the 
rest of next week, when the 
clerk’s offices in all five bor¬ 
oughs will be open for two 


were from same-sex cou¬ 
ples. Many more couples 
were expected to show up 
on Sunday without having 
initiated the process online. 
Christine C. Quinn, the City 
Council speaker, acknowl¬ 
edged that some couples 
would be disappointed by 
the city’s decision to hold 
a lottery. Still, she said, “we 
want to make sure that Sun¬ 
day is not like a trip to Motor 
Vehicles.” 

As a consolation, Quinn 
said, the city would send 
certificates to applicants 
in the lottery to prove their 
participation. 

The 764 weddings on Sun¬ 
day will exceed the city’s 
current single-day record 
by 20 percent, which was 


at noon on Thursday; win¬ 
ners will be notified by noon 
on Friday. 

Under the city’s plan for 
Sunday, 400 couples will 
be able to marry in Man¬ 
hattan; 112 each in Brook¬ 
lyn and Queens; 98 in the 
Bronx; and 42 on Staten Is¬ 
land. City officials said the 
numbers were proportional 
to the number of marriages 
performed at each bor¬ 
ough’s office on a typical 
day. 

Some couples said they 
appreciated the city’s ef¬ 
forts to avoid chaos. Alan 
Miles, who lives in Chelsea 
and has been engaged to 
his partner, Drew Glick, for 
seven years, said he had 
been growing frustrated

extra hours each day. 

“The last thing we want to 
have happen is for couples 
to wait on line for hours and 
hours, only to walk away 
upset on what was sup¬ 
posed to be the biggest 
day of their lives,” Mayor 
Michael R. Bloomberg said 
during a news conference 
at City Hall. 

Bloomberg said the lot¬ 
tery, which is open to both 
same-sex and opposite-sex 
couples, was the “fairest 
way” to distribute licenses, 
given the unusually high 
demand. Over the past two 
weeks, the city clerk’s office 
had received 2,661 license 
applications online, and an 
estimated 1,728 of those 


set on Valentine’s Day in 
2003, when 621 couples 
were married. On Aug. 8, 
2008, a date considered 
lucky in Chinese culture, 
610 couples were married. 
But on both of those days, 
city officials said, the vast 
majority of the couples had 
already obtained their li¬ 
censes and were seeking 
to have their marriages 
solemnized by a city clerk. 
Gay and lesbian couples 
cannot obtain licenses be¬ 
fore Sunday because the 
state’s same-sex marriage 
law will not take effect until 
then. The lottery for mar¬ 
riage licenses opened on 
the city’s website at noon 
on Tuesday and will close 


trying to figure out how far 
in advance he would have 
to camp out at the clerk’s 
office in order to secure 
a license. “It’s the fairest, 
best way to ration out those 
slots,” said Miles, 45, an ex¬ 
ecutive at the Nielsen Co. 
But some residents said 
the city should have found 
ways to accommodate all 
same-sex couples on a his¬ 
toric day. 

Maria Romagnuolo, 49, of 
Staten Island, who hopes 
to marry her partner of 21 
years, Wendy Bloom-Ro- 
magnuolo, 48, on Sunday, 
said the lottery was a “to¬ 
tal joke” and that the city 
clerk's office should have

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

painstaking conservation 
effort to remove old patch¬ 
es and repair weak spots 
in a 714-year-old copy of 
the Magna Carta has re¬ 
vealed that the full text of 
fhaf English declaration 
of human rights remains 
intact even though some 
words are faded and illeg¬ 
ible to the eye, the Nation¬ 
al Archives said Tuesday. 

A $13.5 million gift from phi¬ 
lanthropist David Ruben- 
stein, owner of the hand¬ 
written document, is pay¬ 
ing for the conservation 
effort as well preparations 
for a coming exhibit. 
Thanks to the gift, the larg-

est cash donation ever to 
the National Archives, the 
copy of the Magna Carta 


eventually will be shown 
as a forerunner to the free¬ 
doms imagined in the U.S. 
Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence, Constitution and Bill 
of Rights. Plans call for ex¬ 
hibiting it along with docu¬ 
ments showing the struggle 
for rights of black Ameri¬ 
cans, women, immigrants 
and others. 

The Magna Carta bears 
the seal of King Edward I 
and is dated 1297. It is one 
of 17 known handwritten 
copies of the text that es¬ 
tablished a tradition for the 
rule of law that even the 
king would honor. It is the 
only original version in the 
Americas, while 15 are held 
by British institutions and 
one is held by Australia's 
Parliament. 

Ultraviolet photography 
revealed the previously il¬ 
legible writing and a fuller 
picture of the document’s 
good condition, conserva¬ 
tors told The Associated 
Press. 

Words on the right side of 
the text had been hidden 
by water damage at some 
point in the past. 

“It's just sort of a wonderful, 
magical tool that conser¬ 
vators use to reveal what, 
just to the naked eye, 
would seem to be lost for¬ 
ever,” said lead conserva¬ 
tor Catherine Nicholson. □ 



Judge: Unseal Mumbai 
terror trial documents

CHICAGO (AP) — Dozens of sealed court papers from a 
recent Chicago trial related to the deadly 2008 Mumbai 
terror attacks will be released publicly, a federal judge 
ruled Tuesday, though it’s unclear whether they’ll contain 
any new revelations. The order comes a month after ju¬ 
rors cleared businessman Tahawwur Rana of involvement 
in the 2008 siege that left more than 160 people dead in 
India's largest city. They convicted him of lesser charges, 
including that he provided material support to a Pakistani 
militant group, Lashkar-e-Taiba, which took responsibility 
for the attack. Rana’s trial began just weeks after Navy 
SEALs found Osama bin Laden hiding in Pakistan and 
some observers had expected testimony could reveal de¬ 
tails about alleged links between Pakistan's intelligence 
agency, known as the ISI, and Lashkar-e-Taiba. 

In the end, though, much that came out in testimony had 
been heard before, both through indictments and a re¬ 
port released by India's government last year. 

The 50-year-old Rana, who is jailed in Chicago as he awaits 
sentencing, shuffled into court for the five-minute hearing 
in an orange jumpsuit and with his legs shackled. The Pak¬ 
istani-born Canadian looked relaxed, standing next to his 
attorneys with his hands clasped behind his back. 

Judge Harry Leinenweber ordered the prompt release of 
26 documents, including motions filed before and during 
the trial to exclude or admit evidence; four other docu¬ 
ments will be unsealed only after sensitive sections are 
blackened out, and another 39 dealing with legal fees 
and similar financial matters will remain sealed, he said. 
Although the request to unseal the documents came from 
prosecutors and a lawyer for the Chicago Tribune news¬ 
paper, defense attorney Patrick Blegen told the judge 
that, “Our position is that everything should be unsealed 
now." Blegen told reporters later that the soon-to-be re¬ 
leased documents were unlikely to provide many details 
not already made public. He added that it still could take 
days for the first papers to be unsealed.

NEW YORK (AP) — If the 

New York sexual assault 
case against Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn ever goes to 
trial, much will doubtless 
be made of his accuser’s 
background. But what 
about his? 

Prosecutors have already 
hinted they might like to 
peer into the former Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund 
leader’s past. 

At his first court appear¬ 
ance, a prosecutor made 
a point of noting reports of 
“similar” conduct abroad 
— an apparent reference 
to a French writer who has 
now brought a criminal 
complaint in Paris about 
an attempted rape she 
says she suffered at Strauss- 
Kahn’s hands in 2003. 

And prosecutors met pri¬ 
vately Tuesday with the 
writer's lawyer to get more 
information about her 
claims, with the attorney for 
Strauss-Kahn's New York ac¬ 
cuser joining the conversa¬ 
tion. The women’s lawyers 
and prosecutors declined 
to say what was discussed. 


Given New York law, le¬ 
gal experts say it could be 
knotty, but not impossible, 
for prosecutors to try to in¬ 


troduce any allegations be¬ 
yond the actual attempted 
rape and other charges 
stemming from Strauss- 
Kahn's May encounter with 
a Manhattan hotel maid. 


For now, it’s far from clear 
that the case will get to that 
point. But if it does, it could 
become a high-profile 


proving ground for a prin¬ 
ciple enshrined in a more 
than century-old case that 
was a sensation in its own 
right and yielded a land¬ 
mark ruling.

14 arrested for alleged cyberattack on PayPal

WASHINGTON (AP) — Four¬ 
teen people were arrest¬ 
ed Tuesday for allegedly 
mounting a cyberattack on 
the website of PayPal in re¬ 
taliation for suspending the 
accounts of WikiLeaks. 
Separately, FBI agents exe¬ 
cuted more than 35 search 
warrants around the coun¬ 
try in an continuing inves¬ 
tigation into coordinated 
cyberattacks against major 
companies and organiza¬ 
tions. As part of the effort, 
there were two arrests in 
the United States unrelated 


to the PayPal attack. Over¬ 
seas, one person was ar¬ 
rested by Scotland Yard in 
Britain, and there were four 
arrests by the Dutch Nation¬ 
al Police Agency, all for al¬ 
leged cybercrimes. 

The cyberattacks on Pay¬ 
Pal’s website by the group 
Anonymous followed the 
release by WikiLeaks in No¬ 
vember of thousands of 
classified U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment cables. Anonymous is 
a loosely organized group 
of hackers sympathetic to 
WikiLeaks. It has claimed 
responsibility for attacks 
against corporate and gov¬ 


ernment websites world¬ 
wide. The group also claims 
responsibility for disrupting 
the websites of Visa and 
MasterCard in December 
when the credit card com¬ 
panies stopped processing 
donations to WikiLeaks and 
its founder, Julian Assange. 
The 14 allegedly involved 
in the PayPal attack were 
charged in U.S. District 
Court in San Jose, Califor¬ 
nia, and were arrested in 
Alabama, Arizona, Califor¬ 
nia, Colorado, the District 
of Columbia, Florida, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Nevada, New 
Mexico and Ohio. □ 


The principle generally limits 
mentions of what’s some¬ 
times called uncharged 
misconduct or prior bad 
acts.

“I would not say that it’s a 
slam-dunk that it would be 
inadmissible,” said Gary 
Muldoon, a Rochester, New 
York, defense lawyer and 
author of “Handling a Crim¬ 
inal Case in New York," a 
book published by Lawyers 
Cooperative Publishing. But 
in any case, “it's a hotly 
contested issue."□

Fed up! 

Arizona officials seek donations for border fence

PHOENIX - Americans Crit¬ 
ics call the state's effort to 
build its own border barri¬ 
ers a foolhardy, feel-good 
campaign that will have 
little practical effect on the 
problem of illegal border 
crossing. But organizers in 
the State Legislature, which 
created the fund, say it will 
allow everyday people fed 
up with the inability of Con¬ 
gress to address the prob¬ 
lem of illegal immigration 
to personally contribute to 
a solution. 

Beginning during the Bush 
administration and con¬ 
tinuing in President Barack 
Obama’s tenure, the fed¬ 
eral government has built 
more than 600 miles of 
barriers, some designed to 
keep out cars and others to 
block migrants themselves 
from crossing. The congres¬ 
sional^ approved construc¬ 


tion effort is winding up, but 
about 82 miles of Arizona's 
388 miles of border remain 
without a barrier, federal of¬ 


ficials say. 

The construction has been 
costly. The Government Ac¬ 


countability Office said in 
a 2009 report that the fed¬ 
eral government spent $1 
million to $3 million for ev¬ 


ery mile of border fencing. 
Arizona, though, intends to 
use low-cost inmate labor 


to reduce those costs. 

The most likely locations for 
the state's planned barriers 
are on state or private land, 
organizers say. A commit¬ 
tee will determine the de¬ 
tails of the wall’s construc¬ 
tion after money comes in, 
according to the legislation 
creating the border fund, 
which Gov. Jan Brewer 
signed in April. 

Janet Napolitano, the sec¬ 
retary of homeland securi¬ 
ty, expressed doubts about 
the effectiveness of physi¬ 
cal barriers at the border 
when she was Arizona's 
governor and Congress first 
endorsed the idea in 2005. 
“You show me a 50-foot 
wall and I’ll show you a 51- 
foot ladder at the border,” 
Napolitano said at the 
time. 

“That's the way the border 
works.” 

She has subsequently ar¬ 
gued that the border fenc¬ 
ing is only a part of the so¬ 
lution and must be supple¬ 
mented by Border Patrol 
agents and technology.

FBI: US imam’s 
son key to 
terror network

MIAMI (AP) — The son of a 

Muslim cleric in Florida was 
a key part of his father’s al¬ 
leged finance network for 
the Pakistani Taliban terror 
group and shared the old¬ 
er man’s support for violent 
attacks, an FBI agent testi¬ 
fied Tuesday. 

Agent Michael Ferlazzo 
said at a bail hearing that 
37-year-old Irfan Khan ap¬ 
pears to advocate vio¬ 
lence repeatedly on some 
of the more than 1,000 
phone calls the FBI record¬ 
ed between him and his 
father, brother and other 
alleged conspirators. 

On one call, Ferlazzo said, 
Irfan Khan referred to Paki¬ 
stan's government as “big 
pimps.” 

“They’re talking about vio¬ 
lent opposition to the gov¬ 
ernment,” Ferlazzo said. 
On another call, the agent 
said, Irfan Khan seemed 
pleased that people 
feared the Pakistani Tal¬ 
iban “because of how le¬ 
thal they had become." 
Irfan Khan, his 24-year-old 
brother Izhar Khan and 
their father, 76-year-old 
Hafiz Khan, are charged 
along with three others in 
Pakistan — including Hafiz 
Khan’s daughter, Amina — 
with four terrorism support- 
related crimes.

The scandal began as a 
blip in 2005, when the News 
of the World published 
a story about Prince Wil¬ 
liam suffering a knee injury. 
Royal officials became sus¬ 
picious about the closely 
held data and alerted po¬ 
lice. An inquiry led to one of 
the paper's reporters and a 
private investigator being 
jailed for intercepting com¬ 
munications. 

The Guardian newspaper 
then found out that Mur¬ 
doch’s papers had paid 
out more than $1.6 million (1 
million pounds) to settle law¬ 
suits involving allegations of 
eavesdropping on phone 
messages. The scandal be¬ 
came a crisis for News Inter¬ 
national this month with the 
revelation that the News of 


the World had hacked into 
the phone of a 13-year-old 
murder victim, Milly Dowl- 
er, in hopes of getting ma¬ 
terial for news stories. 
Occasionally punctuat¬ 
ing remarks by slapping 
his hands down on the 
desk, Murdoch said he was 
“shocked, appalled and 
ashamed” at the hacking 
of Dowler's phone but he 
rejected that criminality 
had been endemic at the 
tabloid. 

He also said he had seen 
no evidence that victims 
of the Sept. 11,2001, terror 
attack were hacked — an 
allegation the FBI is looking 
into. 

Murdoch said he had not 
been informed that his 
company had paid out 
big sums — 700,000 pounds 
($1.1 million) in one case — 


to settle lawsuits by phone 
hacking victims. 

Murdoch noted that News 
of the World represented 
less than 1 percent of his 
global media empire, 
which also includes the 
Fox TV network, 20th Cen¬ 
tury Fox film studio. The Wall 
Street Journal, the New 
York Post and three major 
British newspapers. 

He said he spoke to the 
News of the World’s editor 
only around once a month. 
Blame, he said, rested with 
“the people I trusted ... and 
then, maybe, the people 
they trusted." 

News International CEO 
Rebekah Brooks and Wall 
Street Journal publisher Les 
Hinton, former executive 
chairman of News Inter¬ 
national, have resigned, 
though Murdoch said 


he did not blame either 
of them for the scandal. 
Brooks and Cameron’s for¬ 
mer communications chief, 
Andy Coulson — a former 
editor at News of the World 
— are among several peo¬ 
ple who have been arrest¬ 
ed in the scandal, though 
no one has been charged 
with a crime. 

James Murdoch, 38, apolo¬ 
gized for the scandal, tell¬ 
ing British lawmakers that 
“these actions do not live 
up to the standards our 
company aspires to." 

The younger Murdoch said 
the company acted as 
swiftly and transparently as 
possible. Rupert Murdoch 
acknowledged, however, 
that he did not investigate 
after Brooks, former editor 
of the News of the World, 
told parliament years ago 
that the paper had paid 
police officers for informa- 
tion.The value of News 


Corp. added around $2 
billion while the Murdochs 
were being grilled, trad¬ 
ing 5.3 percent higher at 
$15.74. The stock has taken 
a battering over the past 
couple of weeks, shedding 
around 17 percent of its 
value, or around $8 billion. 
Brooks testified after the 
Murdochs. All three agreed 
to provide evidence only 
after they were summoned. 
Brooks described allega¬ 
tions of voicemail inter¬ 
cepts of crime victims as 
“pretty horrific and abhor¬ 
rent." She said she had 
been told by employees 
of the tabloid that allega¬ 
tions of phone hacking by

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The 

relief agency Oxfam is urging 
donors fo provide $800 mil¬ 
lion desperately needed to 
help 10 million hungry people 
in the Horn of Africa who are 
victims of severe drought. 

Of the estimated $1 billion 
needed to stave off a major 
humanitarian catastrophe, 
Oxfam said Tuesday night 
that only around $200 mil¬ 
lion in new money has so far 
been provided. 

In the last two weeks, Oxfam 
said, Britain has pledged an 
estimated $145 million — al¬ 
most 15 percent of what is 
needed. 

The European Union pledged 
around $8 million, 
with more expected in the 
coming days, Spain pledged 
nearly $10 million and Ger¬ 
many around $8.5 million but 
Oxfam said France has so far 
not pledged any new money 
and Denmark and Italy have 
said no significant new sums 
are available. 

“There is no time to waste if 
we are to avoid massive loss 
of life,” Fran Equiza, Oxfam’s 


regional director, said in 
a statement. “We must 


not stand by and watch 
this tragedy unfold before 
our eyes. The world has 
been slow to recognise 
the severity of this crisis, but 
there is no longer any ex¬ 
cuse for inaction.” 

Oxfam said U.N. humani¬ 
tarian appeals for $1.87 bil¬ 
lion for the region this year 
are only 45 percent fund¬ 
ed, leaving a gap of over 
$1 billion — $332 million for 
the U.N. appeal for Kenya, 
$296 million for the U.N. ap¬ 
peal for Somalia, 
and $398 million for the 
government-run appeal in 
Ethiopia. 

On July 8, Oxfam and the 
Rome-based U.N. Food 
and Agriculture Organiza¬ 
tion issued a joint appeal 
for assistance in Djibouti, 
Ethiopia, Kenya, Somalia 
and Uganda.Q

Canadian missing off Mexico beach 

SAN JOSE DEL CABO, Mexico (AP) — Mexican authori¬ 
ties are searching for a Canadian tourist who was swept 
away by a wave off Mexico’s Pacific Coast. Robert 
Clark Dale is 51 years old and from Stony Plain, Alberta. 
Civil protection officials say he was swimming near San 
Jose del Cabo on the Baja California peninsula Mon¬ 
day afternoon when he was pulled out to sea by a 
current. Firefighters, life guards and two Mexican navy 
vessels are participating in the search. Police and other 
officials have met with relatives in the beach town. □ 

Powerful quake hits south Kyrgyzstan 

BISHKEK, Kyrgyzstan (AP) — A powerful earthquake 
measuring 6.2 struck a mountainous location in south¬ 
ern Kyrgyzstan on the border with Uzbekistan early 
Wednesday, according to the U.S. Geological Survey. 
No casualties or serious damage were immediately re¬ 
ported from the temblor, which hit at about 1:35 a.m. 
local time in an area some 35 kilometers (22 miles) 
away from the Uzbek city of Ferghana, which has a 
population of more than 200,000. In Andijan, the next 
largest city in Uzbekistan's Ferghana Valley, roughly 100 
kilometers (60 miles) from the epicenter, residents told 
The Associated Press that many people had left their 
homes in panic and were standing in the streets. A duty 
officer at the Emergency Services Ministry in the Kyrgyz 
capital, Bishkek, said he had no precise information 
about the fallout of the quake.Q 

UN envoy optimistic on Iraq 

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The top U.N. envoy in Iraq says 
there are grounds for “cautious optimism” about the 
country’s future if its leadership is united and there is a 
stronger spirit of cooperation in the region. Ad Melkert 
told the U.N. Security Council on Tuesday that the key to 
consolidating and further strengthening “the indisput¬ 
able gains” in Iraq is the successful implementation of 
the power sharing agreement reached last November. 
That agreement was signed by Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki, Ayad Allawi who leads the Sunni-backed Iraqi- 
ya party, and the Kurdish region's President Massoud 
Barzani. But bickering among Iraq's political leaders 
has kept the government, seated in December, from

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Autopsy calls Salvador 
Allende’s death a suicide

SAO PAULO, Brazil - A new autopsy has determined 
that former President Salvador Allende of Chile killed 
himself with an assault rifle, Chilean officials said Tuesday, 
dispelling doubts that have persisted for 37 years about 
the exact circumstances of his death, including whether 
troops storming the presidential palace had murdered 
him. The forensic analysis, overseen by a team of Chilean 
and international experts, did not find any evidence of 
third-party involvement in Allende’s death, concluding 
that the head injuries he sustained were consistent with 
bullets fired from a single AK-47 assault rifle. 

Even as leftist supporters like Fidel Castro declared that 
Allende had died in a gun battle on Sept. 11,1973, the day 
of the coup, his family members had long found credible 
the original autopsy and accounts of witnesses, including 
palace detectives and doctors, who said he had taken 
his own life before the military entered the palace. 

But doubts had lingered, and in recent years some 
independent forensic experts had argued that there was 
evidence of a second bullet wound to Allende’s skull, 
raising the possibility that a second weapon may have 
been involved in his death. 

In May, at the behest of a judge investigating 726 human 
rights cases related to Chile's 17-year dictatorship, 
Allende’s remains were exhumed. After a thorough 
analysis, the forensic and anthropological team issued a 
20-page report on Tuesday. 

“We are in a position to assure that this was a violent death 
that was suicidal in nature,” said Dr. Francisco EtxeberrAa, 
a forensic expert appointed by the Allende family. “Of 
that we have absolutely no doubt.” 

Forensic experts said there was only a single entry and exit 
wound in Allende’s skull. They said they found no evidence 
of a second weapon, but there was evidence that two 
bullets may have been discharged by an AK-47. 

“There were two bullets fired at the scene, two shells were 
recovered, but only one bullet was recovered," said David 
Pryor, a British consultant in forensic ballistics who used to 
work for Scotland Yard. 

For the Allende family, the team’s findings brought relief, 
confirming Allende’s suicide, which had come to be a 
source of family pride. □

NEW DELHI - Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton pushed India on Tues¬ 
day to open its markets 
further and amend a cru¬ 
cial regulation that would 
make it possible for U.S. 
companies to bid for lucra¬ 
tive nuclear contracts here. 
Clinton, stopping in In¬ 
dia for three days on a 
12-country tour that will 
take her around the world, 
also pledged U.S. support 
in fighting terrorism. Her 
visit came a week after 
three synchronized bombs 
ripped through heavily 
populated areas of India’s 
commercial capital, Mum¬ 
bai, killing 19 people and 
injuring scores. 

The visit, Clinton's second 
as secretary of state, was 
aimed at deepening the 
often testy but steadily 
warming relationship be¬ 
tween the world’s largest 
democracy and its most 
powerful. 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence with India’s foreign 
minister, S.M. Krishna, Clin¬ 
ton said differences over 
trade and nuclear legis¬ 
lation must be smoothed 
over for the relationship be¬ 
tween the two countries to 
bear fruit. 

“We need to resolve those 
issues that still remain so 
that we can reap the re¬ 
wards of the extraordinary 
work that both of our gov¬ 
ernments have done," she 
said. 

The United States helped 
usher India into the global 


nuclear club by forging 
an agreement that al¬ 
lowed India to engage in 
nuclear trade in 2005. U.S. 
nuclear suppliers hoped 
that the agreement would 
give them access to India’s 
nuclear power market, but 
those hopes were dashed 
when Parliament passed 
stringent liability rules last 
year that, unlike interna¬ 
tional conventions, makes 
suppliers potentially liable, 
not just nuclear power plant 
operators. 

The United States was also 
disappointed that India re¬ 
jected bids from U.S. man¬ 
ufactures for a contract, 
estimated to be worth $10 
billion, to replace aging 
Russian fighter jets. Two Eu¬ 
ropean companies were 
shortlisted instead. 

Clinton’s visit comes as 
the U.S. regional calculus 
is shifting. President Barack 


Obama is seeking to draw 
down U.S. forces in Afghan¬ 
istan, a plan that worries 
some in the Indian security 
establishment because it 
could leave Afghanistan 
open to more Pakistani 
meddling. At the same time 
the U.S. relationship with 
Pakistan has soured since 
the raid in Abbottabad, 
Pakistan, that killed Osama 
bin Laden. 

India and Pakistan have 
fought three wars since 
they were split in two in 
1947, and the United States 
historically had closer ties to 
Pakistan. 

But India and the United 
States have grown closer 
in recent years, and when 
Obama visited India last 
year he declared the re¬ 
lationship of the two huge 
democracies to be “the 
defining partnership of the 
21st century.” □ 
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Libyan troops kill 8 rebels near eastern oil town

AJDABIYA, Libya (AP) — 

Government forces in 
trucks disguised with rebel 
flags shelled opposition 
positions Tuesday near the 
strategic eastern oil town 
of Brega, killing eight rebel 
fighters and wounding doz¬ 
ens more, officials said. 

In an audio message direct¬ 
ed at a rally of thousands in 
the town of al-Aziziya, south 
of Tripoli, embattled ruler 
Moammar Gadhafi em¬ 
phasized the importance 
of Libya's vast oil wealth to 
his regime, and called the 
civil war a battle “for our 
way of life." 

Rebel forces have been 
pushing to seize the front¬ 
line town of Brega, which is 
home to an oil refinery and 
terminal, for nearly a week, 
but they say fields of land 
mines planted by Gad- 
hafi’s forces have slowed 
the advance. 

The rebels are fighting in a 
residential area on Brega's 
eastern side and control 
about one-third of the 
town, spokesman Moham¬ 
med al-Rajali said. 

Field commander Ahmed 
Maysawi said rebel forces 
were working to clear the 
mines so they can move 
forward while government 
troops are occasionally 
approaching in trucks dis¬ 
guised with rebel flags to 
shell rebel positions with 
mounted rocket launchers. 
Mohammed Idris, a doctor 
at the hospital in the nearby 
city of Ajdabiya, said eight 


rebels were killed and doz¬ 
ens wounded Tuesday. That 
raised to at least 34 rebels 
killed in five days of fighting, 
according to Idris. 

He said the rebels had tak¬ 
en four prisoners, and one 
dead government soldier 
had been taken to the reb¬ 
el hospital. It is unclear how 
many other government 
soldier have been killed. 
The Libyan government 
rarely provides information 


on its casualties. 

In his audio message, Gad¬ 
hafi emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of Libya’s wealth and 


made a rare reference to 
the fuel shortages caused 
by Tripoli’s international iso¬ 
lation that have made life 
hard in government-con- 
trolled areas. 

“This battle is in our homes. It 
has affected our children's 
food, our oil, our oil fields," 
he said in a clip shown on 
state TV. “It cuts off electric¬ 
ity, it cuts off gas. This battle 
is for our children's food, for 
our way of life.” 


Some 5,000 people, mainly 
from the local Warshafa- 
na tribe gathered in the 
main square of al-Aziziya, 


around 30 miles (48 kilome¬ 
ters) south of Tripoli, and 
cheered wildly, waving 
green flags. 

They chanted their support 
for Gadhafi and at the end 
of his speech fired dozens 
of AK-47s in the air, startling 
the scores of horses tribes¬ 
men had brought to the 
rally. 

Rebels struggling to oust 
Gadhafi since the uprising 
against his rule broke out in 


February control much of 
Libya’s east, but Brega, 450 
miles (750 kilometers) south¬ 
east of Tripoli, has been 


under government control 
since early April. 

The two sides have been 
locked in a stalemate with 
the rebels unable to ad¬ 
vance beyond pockets in 
the west despite a NATO 
air campaign against Gad- 
hafi’s forces. 

Last week, more than 30 
nations including the United 
States gave the rebels a 
boost by recognizing their 
National Transitional Coun¬ 
cil as the country’s legiti¬ 
mate government, poten¬ 
tially freeing up billions of 
dollars in urgently needed 
cash. 

The International Commit¬ 
tee of the Red Cross said 
Tuesday that medical ser¬ 
vices in Libya's western 
mountains are struggling 
with a flood of casualties 
from fighting. 

Tuesday’s statement said 
facilities lack medicine to 
treat patients and vaccines 
to deal with outbreaks of 
disease. 

An ICRC delegation visited 
the region and provided 
bandages and other medi¬ 
cal materials. 

Arab and Berber rebels 
wrested control of much of 
the Nafusa mountains from 
the government weeks 
ago. The range stretches 
from the Tunisian border to 
within 60 miles (100 kilome¬ 
ters) of Tripoli. 

But rebels have been un¬ 
able to capture the stra¬ 
tegic mountain town of 
Gharyan, which con¬ 
trols the approach to the 
capital.Q

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City of Hama offers glimpse of a Syria after Assad

HAMA, Syria - In this city 
that bears the scars of 
one of the modern Middle 
East's bloodiest episodes, 
the revolt against President 
Bashar Assad has begun to 
help Syrians imagine life af¬ 
ter dictatorship as it forges 
new leaders, organizes its 
own defense and reckons 
with a grim past in an un¬ 
certain experiment that 
showcases the forces that 
could end Assad’s rule. 
Dozens of barricades of 
trash bins, street lamps, 
bulldozers and sandbags, 
defended in various states 
of vigilance, block the 
feared return of the secu¬ 
rity forces that surprisingly 
withdrew last month. Pro¬ 
tests begin past midnight, 
drawing raucous crowds of 
youths celebrating the sim¬ 
ple fact that they can pro¬ 
test. At dusk, distant cries 
echo off cinder blocks and 
stone that render a tableau 
here of jubilation, fear and 
memory of a crackdown a 
generation ago whose toll 
- 10,000, 20,000, more - re¬ 
mains a defiant guess. 
“Hama is free,” the protest¬ 
ers chant, “and it will re¬ 
main free.” 

Freedom is a word heard 
often these days in this 
city, Syria's fourth largest, 
though that freedom could 
yet prove elusive. Hama re¬ 
belled last month, and the 
government withdrew the 
soldiers and security forces 
seemingly to forestall even 
more bloodshed, ceding 
space along the Orontes 
River that is really neither 
liberated nor subjugated. 

In the uncertain interreg¬ 


num, punctuated by wor¬ 
ry that the security forces 
might return and fear of in¬ 
formers left behind, Hama 
has emerged in the four- 
month revolt against Assad 
as a turbulent model of 
what a city in Syria might 
resemble once four de¬ 
cades of dictatorship end. 
In skittish streets, there are 
at least nascent notions 
of self-determination, as 
residents seek to speak for 
themselves and defend 
a city that they declare 
theirs. 

The sole poster of Assad 
in the city hangs from the 
undamaged headquar¬ 
ters of the ruling Baath 
Party. Gaggles of residents 
gather on the curb to de¬ 
bate politics, sing protest 
songs and retell the trau¬ 
mas of the crackdown in 
1982, when the govern¬ 
ment stormed Hama to 
end an Islamist uprising. 
For the first time in memory, 
clerics and the educated 
elite in Hama are nego¬ 
tiating with the governor 
over how to administer the 
city, in a country long ac¬ 
customed to a monologue 
delivered by the ruler to the 
ruled. 

“This is the way a city is 
supposed to be,” said a 


49-year-old former govern¬ 
ment employee of nearly 
three decades who gave 
his name as Abu Muham¬ 
mad. 

Lined with oleander and 
eucalyptus trees, the road 


to Hama underlines the 
depth of the challenge 
today to Assad. Tanks are 
parked inside Homs, to the 
south. More are stationed 
at the entrances to smaller 
towns between Homs and 
Hama, like Talbiseh and 
Rastan, where protest¬ 
ers dismantled a statue of 
Assad’s father, Hafez, who 
seized power in 1970. At 


one entrance, strewn with 
stones thrown by protest¬ 
ers, a slogan says, “The 
army and the people are 
one hand.” But the scenes 
of jittery soldiers behind 
sandbags and turrets of 


tanks pointed at incoming 
traffic suggest an army of 
occupation. 

“Syria is colonized by its 
own sons,” one resident 
quipped. 

Hama is bracing for an at¬ 
tack by a government that 
may regret its decision to 
withdraw on the first week 
of June, after an especial¬ 
ly bloody Friday. But the 
authorities seem at a loss 
over how to retake control 
of the rebellious city that is 
Syria’s most religiously con¬ 
servative. 

Railing from fences was 
torn down and stones from 
sidewalks unearthed to 
build scores of barricades, 
which block entrances to 
most neighborhoods. Re¬ 
fuse has accumulated 
along streets where every 
trash bin seems part of a 
barrier. □

LOS ANGELES - One of the 

centerpieces of the impres¬ 
sive new Dinosaur Hall that 
opened this month in the 
Natural History Museum 
here is a tableau created 


from fossilized bones of 
the Cretaceous era. Aside 
from its skeletal charac¬ 
ter, the scene could easily 
have appeared in one of 
those naturalistic dioramas 
that were once at the heart 


of natural history museums. 
Three Tyrannosauruses are 
circling the remains of an 
Edmontosaurus, a duck¬ 
billed dinosaur, on which, 
we are told, these fearsome 
creatures used to prey. The 
largest of the predators has 


apparently had its fill, but 
the jaws of the other two 
are frozen in midthrash (or 
midgnash), leaning down¬ 
ward toward the remnants 
of their meal; at least, that 
is what the mounting of 


these 65-million-year-old 
bones leads us to imagine. 
But what lends a strange 
piquancy to this scene is 
that we might also be look¬ 
ing at three T. rexes of dif¬ 
ferent ages. 

The smallest - 11 feet long 
and almost incongru¬ 
ously delicate - could be 
as young as 2 (an age at 
which, we read, it might 
have had feathers); an¬ 
other, at 14, still has a ways 
to go before rivaling the 
young adult nearby. Their 
range of sizes gives the 
idea of a growth spurt a 
new scale: Tyrannosauruses 
could gain 1,500 pounds in 
a year. 

Such examples of juvenile 
dinosaurs are rare, the mu¬ 
seum tells us; it also says 
there is nothing like this dis¬ 
play appearing anywhere 
else. That may be true of 
other aspects of this hall 
as well. This redesign dou¬ 
bles the size of the display 
space (to 14,000 square 
feet), showing 300 fossils 
and 20 complete mounts 
of dinosaurs and sea crea¬ 
tures in two long galleries, 
each with a mezzanine 
level, spanning two of the 
museum’s buildings. 

There is a 68-foot-long 
Mamenchisaurus found 
in China, and a 28-inch- 
long Fruitadens haagaro- 
rum, the smallest dinosaur 
ever found in North Amer¬ 
ica. (The museum tells us it 
holds the only specimens.) 
A 43-foot wall shows 100 
miscellaneous dinosaur 
specimens, ranging from 
footprints to fossilized drop¬ 
pings, with identifications 
and elaborations offered 
by touch-screen monitors. 
And the new hall is a major 
milestone in a seven-year 
$135 million transformation 
of the museum (includ¬ 
ing new exhibitions, new 


gardens and outdoor dis¬ 
plays), to be completed by 
its centennial in 2013. 

Many of the hall’s objects 
are also recent finds, dis¬ 
covered by the Dinosaur 
Institute, a research arm of 
the museum directed by 
the hall's main curator, the 
paleontologist Luis M. Chi- 
appe. This means that what 
we see reflects the latest 
preservation techniques 
(more clearly revealing tex¬ 
ture than the old coatings 
did); the latest research 
on mounting (altering the 
posture and poses of sev¬ 
eral species); and the lat¬ 


est ideas about the goals 
of dinosaur displays (creat¬ 
ed by the Brooklyn-based 
Evidence Design). These 
changes (like others appar¬ 
ent in recent dinosaur exhi¬ 
bitions at the American Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History in 
New York) highlight a trans¬ 
formation that has taken 
place in natural history mu¬ 
seums since the age of the 
diorama. In those tradition¬ 
al glass-enclosed scenes, 
which can be sampled in 
some of the stunning older 
galleries in the museum 
here, animals are evoked 


not with fossilized bones but 
with preserved skin and fur. 
Taxidermic specimens are 
posed in recreations of their 
natural habitats, against 
meticulously painted back¬ 
drops showing, perhaps, 
the expanse of the veldt or 
the dense growth of a rain 
forest. The goal of this arti¬ 
fice is realism, bringing the 
visitor to an imagined spot, 
granting a glimpse of the 
natural world without hu¬ 
mans. 

There are vestiges of that 
approach in the new Dino¬ 
saur Hall's murals, which try 
to imagine these creatures’ 


habitats and long-lost skin, 
fur or feathers. But that isn't 
the point. When we look 
around here, we are not 
seeing the natural world or 
its ancient relics stripped of 
human presence; instead, 
we are reminded repeat¬ 
edly that these dinosaurs 
might as well be posing 
with their once-unnoticed 
recreators. We become 
aware, that is, not of a 
settled scene, but of a shift¬ 
ing landscape of hypoth¬ 
esis, imagination and argu¬ 
ment. Take that tableau, 
for example. □

PALM BEACH - The Florida 
Fish and Wildlife Conser¬ 
vation Commission is very 
concern about the Lion Fish 
invasion in the Florida wa¬ 
ters. 

This predatory fish called 
the Lion Fish has become 
established in marine wa¬ 
ters of the southeastern 
United States and Caribbe¬ 
an, and may spell trouble 
for many marine fish. The 
precise date and year that 


the Lion Fish was first seen 
in the Florida waters is not 
clear but one thing is sure, 
since the early 1990’s the 
Lion Fish populations have 
increased since then, and 
the species has been spot¬ 
ted as far north as the wa¬ 
ters off Rhode Island in the 
Atlantic and in the warmer 
Gulf waters off Louisiana. 
Also not sure if this inva¬ 
sive species was originally 
introduced in marine wa¬ 


ters through the aquarium 
industry, the fact remains 
that it has arrived and is 
here to stay. 

Since then the Lion Fish 
have become established 
on the United States East 
Coast and have expanded 
throughout the Caribbean. 
Scientists believe that Lion 
Fish juveniles are carried 
by ocean currents and this 
ends up affecting other 
countries. 

The colorful predatory fish, 
which is native to Indo-Pa- 
cific waters, gets 12 to 15 
inches long and has a high 
reproductive potential. The 
females can spawn several 
times per month and re¬ 
lease up to 30,000 eggs ev¬ 
ery four days per spawn. As 
Lion Fish grow, they switch 
their diet from invertebrates 
to fish, and this is where it 
becomes a major concern 
for islands like Aruba. The 
Lion Fish eats native fish 
and are competing with 
native predatory fish such 
as groupers and snappers. 


The Lion Fish also has a neg¬ 
ative impact on overall reef 
habitat, since they feed on 
herbivorous fish that keep 
the algae in check on the 
reefs such as juvenile par¬ 
rot fishes, tangs or surgeon 
fishes. 

The Aruba Marine Park 
Foundation has been in¬ 
volved since mid 2010 with 
the national control plan 
for the Lion Fish. Accord¬ 
ing to the foundation, the 
best thing to do right now is 
to remove this fish as much 
as possible from the waters 
around Aruba. The prob¬ 
lem is becoming bigger 
because not only does the 
Lion Fish spawn locally, but 
from the Venezuelan pen¬ 
insula of Paraguana, which 
is only 6 miles to the south 
of Aruba and from Cura- 
gao 56 miles east of Aruba 
the Lion Fish larvae or juve¬ 
niles can travel with ocean 
currents to Aruba, there for 
adding to the problem.

The Aruba Marine Park 
Foundation has organized 
a Lion Fish derby in March 
of 2011 because of the 
increasing numbers of this 
invasive species but this 
just showed that this fish 
is becoming more and 
more visible everywhere 
around the island. With the 
recent numbers surveyed 
on the island of Curagao, 
it is estimated that with 
a good culling program 


on the sister island; they 
would be able to remove 
approximately 100,000 Lion 
Fish per month. In Florida 
during one tournament 531 
Lion Fish were removed in 
one day. This is also proof 
that this is the only effective 
way to control the spread. 
Experiments with groupers 
and green morays feeding 
on the Lion Fish are 
encouraging but removal 
by massive numbers is 
the way to go. Lionfish 
have venomous glands 
in their dorsal, pelvic and 
anal spines. They should 


never be handled with a 
bare hand. Even when 
the fish has died, it can still 
cause the venom to be 
injected if you get stung 
accidently by the spines. 
The concern of the many is 
the increasing sightings of 
Lion Fish in shallow waters 
near the hotel areas. The 
fish doesn't “jump up” and 
attack someone but they 
are not shy and will hold 
their ground. The Lion Fish 
can swim in the shallow 
waters near the hotels and 
realistically one should not 
rule out possibility for injury. 
It's not a reason for panic 
but we should not ignore the 
fact that they can get near 
people. For scuba divers 
this is not an immediate 
threat unless the diver tries 
to touch the Lion Fish. For 
fishermen however this can 
be a problem if they are 
fishing with nets or catching 
bait fish because the Lion 
Fish can get tangled up in 
the nets. 

The government of Aruba 
should take this threat 
seriously because this 
is not just affecting the 


environment, but it will 
become devastating for 
the fishing industry as a 
whole, the tourism industry, 
health care, economy and 
the island in general. In 
the Bahamas the invasion 
was not taken serious until 
it was too late and much 
of the reef fish was already 
destroyed. Collecting Lion 
Fish should be done with 
care because getting 
stung by this fish has 
already landed people in 
the emergency rooms and 
it is not a very pleasant 
experience. People who 
gotstunghaveexperienced 
severe radiating pain, 
muscle spasms, localize 
swelling, inflammation, 
faint and it can cause 
allergic reactions in 
some people. A few 
cases of death have 
been reported in 
other countries but this 
could be related to 
additional underlying 
medical conditions of 
the person or delay 
in treatment. The Lion 
Fish looks very pretty 
and people have the 


tendency to approach it to 
get a closer look. When you 
see a Lion Fish, report it to 
the Hadicurari fishermen’s 
center (586-0820/586- 

6610) or send the Aruba 
Marine Park Foundation an 
email or message through 
facebook.

Double amputee sprinter 
Oscar Pistorius qualified for 
the athletics world cham¬ 
pionships on Tuesday, run¬ 
ning his best-ever 400-me- 
ters time in his last race be¬ 
fore the cutoff date. 

The South African “Blade 
Runner” also moved a big 
step closer to fulfilling his 
dream of competing in the 
2012 Olympics after clock¬ 
ing a personal best of 45.07 
seconds at a small meet in 
the northern Italian town of 
Lignano. 

The 24-year-old Pistorius 
needed to run 45.25 — 
having never run faster 
than 45.61 — to qualify for 
the worlds for the first time. 
The championships begin 
Aug. 27 in Daegu, South 
Korea.

GAP, France (AP) — De¬ 
fending champion Alberfo 
Contador caught his Tour 
de France rivals by surprise 
with a bold climbing attack 
Tuesday, gaining time on 
leader Thomas Voeckler 
during a rainy 16th stage 
won by Thor Hushovd. 

The Spanish defending 
champion burst from the 
pack in the final climb of 
the rainy 162.5-kilome- 
ter (101-mile) course from 
Saint-Paul-Trois-Chateaux 
to Gap — and among the 
other big title contenders, 
only Cadel Evans of Austra¬ 
lia could keep up. 

Hushovd, 32, won his sec¬ 
ond stage this Tour by out¬ 
pacing fellow Norwegian

Edvald Boassen Hagen 
in second and Hushovd’s 
Garmin-Cervelo teammate 
Ryder Hesjedal in third. 
Hushovd, who has long 
been known as a sprinter, 
showed off his new talents 
when he won Stage 13 over 
a big climb in the Pyrenees. 
This time, he broke away on 
a more rolling course. 

The Norwegian has been 
one of the stars of this race: 
He also held the yellow jer¬ 
sey for six days early in the 
race, after the Garmin-Cer¬ 
velo team won the team 
time trial in Stage 2.

As the pack prepared to 
scale the mid-grade Col de 
Manse climb, with about 15 
kilometers left in the stage, 
Contador sped out of the 
front in a string of attacks to 
gain about 20 seconds on 
most favorites. 

Only Evans, a two-time Tour 
runner-up, kept up.

Evans finished 4:23 back in 
11th place — but crossed 
first among the major title 
contenders. Contador, 
who had initially led the at¬ 
tack, trailed the Australian 
by 3 seconds by the fin¬ 
ish, in 12th. Voeckler and 
Schleck’s older brother 
Frank crossed 21 seconds 
after Evans. Andy Schleck 
was 1:09 slower than the

He had to 
battle a ban by world ath¬ 
letics governing body the 
IAAF from competing in 
able-bodied races after his 
blades were deemed an 
unfair advantage. 


He went to the Court of Ar¬ 
bitration and was cleared 
to run, but the legal pro¬ 
cess took a toll on his train¬ 
ing and he didn’t come 
close to the qualifying time 
for Beijing. 

Pistorius is the world record- 
holder in the 100, 200 and 
400 for disabled athletes, 
and a multiple gold medal 
winner at the Paralympics, 
but has long wanted to run 
against able-bodied ath¬ 
letes at the Olympics. 
Having missed out on the 
qualifying time at meets 
in the Czech Republic, 
France and Diamond 
League events in New York 
and Eugene, Oregon this 
season, Pistorius struggled 
to a time of 46.65 seconds 
in Padua, Italy over the 
weekend. He looked way 
off the world championship 
qualifying pace. 

It left him with the Lignano 
race to run his fastest ever 
time with his last race — in 
Budapest, Hungary on July 
31 — likely too close to the 
Aug. 1 cutoff for teams to 
be finalized for the world

Australian — and 1:06 be¬ 
hind Contador. 

Overall, Evans leapfrogged 
Frank Schleck to take sec¬ 
ond, and trails Voeckler 
by 1:45.

In Lignano, Pistorius blew 
away the field to win by 
more than a second from 
Jamaicans Lanceford 
Spence and Michael Ma¬ 
son.

SANDWICH, England (AP) 

— Dustin Johnson probably 
doesn’t think he’ll have to 
wait 15 years to win a ma¬ 
jor. 

He already has won four 
times in his four years on 
the PGA Tour, and he has 
played in the final group at 
three of the last six majors. 
That doesn't happen by 
accident. To say Johnson 
is the most talented Ameri¬ 
can golfer won’t get much 
of an argument. 

Then again, a young Darren 
Clarke might have thought 
the same thing. 

Clarke was among the new 
faces in European golf that 
helped inspire a slow revival 
in the late 1990s. He might 
not have had the raw skill 
of someone like Johnson, 
but a major figured to be in 
his future. He played in the 
final group at Royal Troon 
in 1997. He took down Tiger 
Woods at the 2000 Match 
Play Championship when 
Woods was at the absolute 
top of his game. Then came 
another close call a year 
later in the British Open. 

His major finally arrived Sun¬ 
day, a month before he 
turns 43, his head full of gray 
hair and his belly bulging. 
But at least he got there. 
“The hardest thing with 
Darren was that he’s been 
slightly labeled an under¬ 
achiever. And he was,” his 
agent. Chubby Chandler, 
said in the glowing after- 
math Sunday evening. “He 
had the talent to win a ma¬ 


jor, an Open, but it didn’t 
happen. For it to happen 
like this is just amazing. Now 
he’s no longer an under¬ 
achiever.” 

Clarke became the third- 
oldest player to win his first 
major, trailing only 45-year- 
old Jerry Barber in the 1961 
PGA Championship and 
Roberto De Vicenzo at 44 in 
the 1967 British Open. 

There are others like Clarke 
who were on the downside 
of their prime years when 
they won a major. Two that 
come to mind are Tom 
Kite, who was 42 when he 
won the U.S. Open, and 
Mark O’Meara, who was 41 
when he won the Masters 
and British Open. 

One reminder from this Brit¬ 
ish Open is that there are 
no guarantees in golf. The 
game owes nothing to any¬ 
one. Johnson would seem 
to be a lock to win a major, 
simply by the experience 
he has been gaining, even 
if it’s the kind he’d rather 
forget. But hard knocks also 
raise questions. 

There was that atrocious 
start at Pebble Beach last 
year on his way to an 82, 
his dubious two-shot pen¬ 
alty on the final hole of 
Whistling Straits last year at 
PGA Championship when 
he didn’t realize he was in 
a bunker, and that 2-iron 
on the 14th hole of Royal St. 
George’s on Sunday. 

Surely, he’ll figure it out 
soon. But wasn’t that also 
said of Sergio Garcia? 
Garcia had it far more diffi¬ 
cult, playing in an era when 


Woods was winning majors 
just about every year. The 
Spaniard is only 31, although 
it seems as though he's 
been around much longer 
because he has been in 
the mix at majors so much. 
As a 19-year-old rookie, he 
nearly came from behind 
to catch Woods at Medi- 
nah. He played with Woods 
in the final group twice 
more in majors, and when 
Woods wasn’t around, Gar¬ 
cia found another nemesis 
while losing two majors to 
Padraig Harrington. 

A dozen years after he 
roared onto the scene, 
Garcia still hasn't won the 
big one. And this year, his 
game reached a point that 


he was happy just to be 
playing in the last two ma¬ 
jors. 

And then there's 38-year- 
old Lee Westwood. 

As happy as he was for one 
of his best friends winning 
the Open, part of West- 
wood had to be asking, 
“When will it be my turn?” 
Twice in the last four years, 
he missed out on a playoff 
in the majors by one shot. 
He had the 54-hole lead at 
the Masters last year and 
was beaten by better golf 
from Phil Mickelson. West- 
wood kept getting better to 
the point that he reached 
No. 1 in the world. 

But still no major. 

“Lee has done everything 


he can do to get himself 
into contention to win,” 
Clarke said. “Unfortunately, 
he's had guys that have 
played better than him on 
quite a few occasions, or 
they’ve had the bounce 
of the ball or things going 
their way. Right now, things 
haven't gone his way, but 
I’m sure that they will go 
his way because he’s too 
good a player to not go his 
way.” True. 

But the same could have 
been said of Colin Mont¬ 
gomerie. 

He won a record eight 
money titles on the Europe¬ 
an Tour. He twice got into a 
playoff at the majors, losing 
both of them. □

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Rebooting the PC industry: Tablets force a shift

SANTA CLARA, Califor¬ 
nia (AP) — The personal 
computer industry needs 
a jumpstart — and it's 
counting on a rescue from 
emerging markets and a 
late-to-the-party push into 
tablet computers. 

The U.S. and European PC 
markets have entered a 
dangerous new phase: 
Fewer people are buying 
new PCs because of eco¬ 
nomic anxiety, market sat¬ 
uration and the rise of se¬ 
ductive new gadgets such 
as Apple’s iPad. More signs 
of strain are expected as 
PC makers and their com¬ 
ponent suppliers begin to 
disclose quarterly earnings 
this week. 

Make no mistake: The PC 
is still the backbone of the 
digital world, powering e- 
commerce, social network¬ 


ing and more. It is a fixture 
in homes and businesses 
in industrialized countries. 
More than 1 million PCs are 
sold every day, and the in¬ 
dustry is bigger than ever. 
But worldwide sales have 
slowed in recent years. The 
U.S. and European markets 
have fared the worst, suf¬ 
fering lately from declines 
compared with the previ¬ 
ous year. 

Market research firms IDC 
and Gartner Inc. said last 
week that PC shipments 
worldwide grew at just over 
2 percent in the second 
quarter, short of both firms’ 
expectations. 

One of the most urgent 
concerns is that the PC 
has become ubiquitous 
in many markets. That has 
presented the industry with 
a classic business problem: 
how to find new ways to sell 
an established product. 


Although it’s true that com¬ 
puters need to be upgrad¬ 
ed regularly, businesses are 
only starting to spend mon¬ 
ey again as the economy 
slowly recovers. Consum¬ 
ers are updating their ma¬ 
chines less often, spending 
their money instead on the 
latest handheld gadgets. 
Apple CEO Steve Jobs has 
promoted the changes as 
a sign we’ve entered the 
“post-PC era.” Technolo¬ 
gists have thrown around 
that term for a decade in 
what turned out to be pre¬ 
mature predictions, but the 
characterization may be 
coming true now. 

“This is a time of intense 
change,” said Sarah Rot- 
man Epps, a Forrester Re¬ 
search analyst who has 
studied the evolution of 
consumer technology. 
“New competition for PC 
manufacturers makes it just 


NYC fires shot at Silicon 
Valley tech dominance

NEW YORK (AP) — Mayor Michael Bloom¬ 
berg is firing a shot across the bow of Sili¬ 
con Valley, saying New York City’s efforts 
to attract a new science and engineering 
campus will help the metropolis surpass 
the California region as the world capital 
of technology startups. 

Bloomberg spoke on the subject Tuesday 
in a speech to the business community. 
“We understand that we will not catch 
up to Silicon Valley overnight,” he said. 
“Building a state-of-the-art campus will 
take years — and attracting a critical mass 
of technology entrepreneurs will take even 
longer.” 

Bloomberg said he believes that in its first 
three decades the school could help 
launch 400 new companies and create 
more than 22,000 permanent jobs, as well 
as more than 7,000 construction jobs. 

The city plans to offer nearly-free real es¬ 
tate and up to $100 million in infrastruc¬ 
ture upgrades to a university, institution or 
consortium that commits to creating what 
Bloomberg says will be a world-class sci¬ 
ence and engineering campus. 


The city’s formal request for proposals was 
issued Tuesday. 

Stanford and Cornell universities and the 
University of Chicago have expressed in¬ 
terest in the deal, as have schools in Fin¬ 
land, India, Switzerland, Korea, the United 
Kingdom and Israel. Additionally, some in¬ 
stitutions have formed partnerships as they 
consider the deal. 

One such group is made up of New York 
University, Carnegie Mellon, the City Uni¬ 
versity of New York, the University of Toron¬ 
to and IBM. 

New York City is the No. 2 recipient of ven¬ 
ture capital funding for technology start¬ 
ups, after surpassing Boston last year, 
Bloomberg said. 

The billionaire mayor, who was himself an 
engineering student and later an entre¬ 
preneur, said Silicon Valley’s dominance 
is due in part to schools like Stanford and 
the University of California, Berkeley. Com¬ 
panies launched by MIT graduates gener¬ 
ate annual revenues of about $2 trillion, he 
said. 

“Technology capacity is critical to our 
growth — and there is just not enough of it 
here,” he said. □

really, really hard to make a 
profit.” 

As a result, PC makers are 
looking to emerging mar¬ 
kets to boost sales. 

The new strategy was evi¬ 
dent at Intel’s recent inves¬ 
tors' conference, where the 
company’s CEO, Paul Otel- 
lini, unveiled a map that 
identified where PC growth 
is expected to be strongest 
in coming years. 

The U.S. and Europe were 
conspicuously not high¬ 
lighted. Otellini gestured 
instead toward places such 
as Brazil, Russia, India, Chi¬ 
na — the so-called “BRIC” 
countries — as well as Mex¬ 
ico, Venezuela, the Czech 
Republic, South Africa and 
Turkey. All are expected 
to experience double-digit 
percentage growth. 

The message: The world’s 
leading computer chip- 
maker and its industry al¬ 
lies have no choice but to 
launch a marketing attack 
on foreign shores. 

PC sales are decelerat¬ 
ing in the U.S. because the 


same technological ad¬ 
vances that fueled the PC 
industry's rise — faster pro¬ 
cessors and lower costs ev¬ 
ery couple of years — are 
now benefiting the devices 
that are usurping it. Con¬ 
sumers can now use smaller 
gadgets to do many of the 
same things they once did 
with PCs, such as surfing the 
Internet, storing photos and 
sending e-mail. Apple even 
boasts that users can edit 
home movies on an iPad. 
Indeed, consumers' in¬ 
creasing demand for tab¬ 
lets is a looming threat. 
Some 50 million tablets are 
expected to be sold world¬ 
wide this year, and that 
could double to as many 
as 100 million next year, 
according to various esti¬ 
mates. Although that’s still 
small compared with sales 
of 362 million PCs this year, 
as estimated by IDC, the PC 
industry has reason to worry 
because of how quickly 
the tablet has been able to 
claimed such a large cor¬ 
ner of the market. □ 
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Borders end to have ripple effect across country

NEW YORK (AP) - What 
happens when a pioneer 
like Borders goes out of busi¬ 
ness? Depends on who you 


ask. 

A day after the bankrupt 
Ann Arbor, Mich.-based 
chain said it would seek 
court approval to sell off its 
assets and shutter its remain¬ 


ing 399 stores, everyone 
from publishers to consum¬ 
ers is assessing what it would 
mean if the company that 
started the big-box book¬ 
seller concept vanished. 


The move could have a 
wide ranging -- and differ¬ 
ent — impact on everyone 
from authors to consumers 
to competitors at a time 
when the industry is des¬ 
perately trying to adapt to 
a new generation of read¬ 
ers who’d rather browse on 
an electronic book or tab¬ 
let computer than turn the 
page of a paperback. 

The biggest changes could 
come to the book publish¬ 
ing industry: As Borders 
stores disappear, other 
booksellers could benefit. 
Jennifer Romanello, execu¬ 
tive director of publicity at 
Grand Central Publishing 
in New York who stopped 
sending authors to most 
Borders for book signings 
after they declared bank¬ 
ruptcy in February says 
she already looks for other 
places to promote au¬ 
thors' work. “It's one less 
outlet to use in promot¬ 
ing our authors,” she said. 
“There are still other things 
out there; we see if there’s 
an independent bookstore 
nearby. But the number of 
bookstores has been con¬ 
tracting, not expanding, so 
we’re selective where we 
send out authors.” 

That ultimately could lead 
to more business for Barnes 
& Noble, a 705-store chain 
and one of Borders’ main 
competitors. In fact, while 
at first Barnes & Noble rev¬ 
enue could be hurt initially 
as shoppers flock to Bor¬ 
ders’ liquidation sales, Bar¬ 
clays Capital analyst Alan 
Rifkin predicts ultimately 
the chain could gain $220 
million to $330 million in 
revenue, or about 10 per¬ 
cent to 15 percent of Bor¬ 
ders annual revenue if the 
chain closes. 

Still, Rifkin said even though 
Barnes & Noble has more 
aggressively and success¬ 
fully pursued the e-book 
space than Borders did - 
with Barnes & Noble’s Nook 
e-reader and e-bookstore 
- it still faces the same stiff 
competition from online 
retailers. “As the demand 
for physical books contin¬ 
ues to decline, the need 
for big-box physical book¬ 
stores will likely continue to 
decline as well,” he wrote 
in a client note. 

That sentiment is being 
echoed by analysts and 
consumers alike who say 
the demise of Borders 
could close a chapter for 


bricks-and-mortar stores 
and open a new one for 
digital reading. To be sure, 
brick-and-mortar stores 
have not gone the way of 
the dinosaur, but some say 
it’s only a matter of time. 
Adrian Sierra, 36, a real 
estate agent from West¬ 
chester, N.Y., for instance, 
walked out of a Borders 
store in Penn Station in 
New York without a shop¬ 
ping bag filled with books. 
He was, however, carrying 
his iPad. 

“I'll miss them,” he says, 
but, “I’m not going to buy 
another paperback in my 
life. There’s no reason to 
anymore.” A growing num¬ 
ber of customers like Sierra 
are the reason that Bor¬ 
ders liquidation will most 
likely accelerate sales of e- 
books, said Forrester media 
analyst James McQuivey. 
He predicts e-book sales 
will nearly triple by 2015 to 
$2.18 billion, with the num¬ 
ber of e-readers jumping 
from 10.3 million at the end 
of 2010 to 29.4 million by 
2015. 

“People who read a lot are 
not just going to suddenly 
read less just because 400 
stores close,” he said. “With 
Borders out of the picture, 
people might think 'If I’m 
not comfortable with digi¬ 
tal shopping, browsing or 
buying, I might as well get 
comfortable with it.” 

Simba Information senior 
trade analyst Michael Nor¬ 
ris disagrees, saying that if 
Borders goes out of busi¬ 
ness, it might actually de¬ 
crease sales of e-books 
since there are fewer 
places for people who 
buy e-books to browse 
and research new titles 
physically before they buy 
electronically. “Bookstores 
are a tremendous vehicle 
for e-book discovery,” he 
said. “We’ve often tried to 
quantify the exact num¬ 
ber of consumers who 
'mooch’ off of bookstores, 
who browse at a store and 
leave to order a book they 
find off their Kindle or iPad. 
It’s hard to quantify — but 
we know it happens.” 
Morningstar analyst Peter 
Wahlstrom said consumers 
who so-call “mooch” will 
likely adapt. “Individuals 
that are pure physical book 
readers will find another 
outlet, be it independent 
bookstores or the Targets 
or the Costcos,” he said. □ 


Oil higher on weaker dollar, 
stronger home start ups

NEW YORK (AP) — Oil reversed direction 
again Tuesday, rising 2 percent as traders 
took their cues from the dollar and stock 
markets. 

Crude oil is used to produce gasoline and 
other fuels, and it’s also a major invest¬ 
ment commodity. Prices can swing with 
the collective mood on Wall Street. Re¬ 
cently benchmark oil has fluctuated be¬ 
tween $95 and $99 a barrel as investors 
gauge how Europe deals with Greece's 
debt crisis and the debate goes on in 
Washington over spending and the U.S. 
debt ceiling. “Every day, we hear more 
about what governments are doing to 
get their sovereign debt under control,” 
independent analyst Andrew Lipow said. 
“But you don't see results, and that leads 
some people to think we're headed in 
the wrong direction." 

Benchmark West Texas Intermediate 
crude for August delivery rose $1.57 to 
settle at $97.50 per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

Brent crude, which is used to price many 
international oil varieties, gained $1.01 to 
settle at $117.06 per barrel on the ICE Fu¬ 
tures exchange in London. 

The dollar fell against other currencies on 
Tuesday, sending some investors to com¬ 
modities like oil. Oil, which is traded in dol¬ 
lars, tends to rise as the dollar falls and 
makes crude cheaper for investors hold¬ 


ing foreign currency. 

A broad stock market rally also helped 
push oil higher. The Dow Jones industrial 
average, the Nasdaq and the S&P 500 
index all rose about 2 percent in after¬ 
noon trading. Some upbeat economic 
news supported higher oil on Tuesday as 
well. The Commerce Department said 
construction of new homes grew by 14.6 
percent last month. Builders began work 
on a seasonally adjusted 629,000 homes 
in June. That's about half of what econo¬ 
mists say is needed to sustain a healthy 
housing market. Still, analysts consider it a 
positive sign for the battered industry. 

The housing market and the unemploy¬ 
ment rate are key factors in the nation’s 
economic recovery, which most view as 
sluggish at best right now. When more 
people head back to work and buy 
homes, oil and gas demand is expected 
to rise. Meanwhile, MasterCard Spending- 
Pulse reported that motorists continued to 
cut back on gasoline in the U.S. for the 
17th consecutive week. Its weekly survey 
of credit card purchases estimates that 
Americans bought 1.1 percent less gas 
than the same period last year, based 
on a four-week average. In other Ny- 
mex trading for August contracts, heat¬ 
ing oil added 2.03 cents to settle at $3,098 
per gallon, while gasoline futures gained 
1.75 cents to settle at $3.1149 per gallon. 
Natural gas fell 1.3 cents to settle at $4.511 
per 1,000 cubic feet.Q 

























































Apple results strong; 
record iPhone, iPad sales

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

iPhone is conquering Asia, 
the home of its strongest 
competitors. Sales there 
nearly quadrupled from a 
year ago and helped Ap¬ 
ple Inc. trump analyst ex¬ 
pectations for yet another 
quarter. Apple also said 
iPad sales worldwide near¬ 
ly doubled from a quarter 
ago, a sign that it has left 
the worst of its supply prob¬ 
lems behind. Apple’s stock 
surged nearly 5 percent 
after the results came out. 
Net income in the fiscal 
third quarter, which ended 
in June, was $7.31 billion, 
or $7.79 per share. That’s 
more than double the $3.25 
billion, or $3.51 per share, a 
year ago. Analysts polled 
by FactSet were expecting 
earnings of $5.82 per share. 
Revenue was $28.6 billion, 
up 82 percent from $15.7 
billion a year ago. Analysts 
were expecting $24.8 bil¬ 
lion. The results were lifted 
by the sale of 20.3 million 
iPhones, millions more than 
analysts had expected. 
The phone's popularity in 
Asia, particularly in China, is 
helping. So is the fact that 
Apple keeps expanding 
the number of carriers that 
sell the phone. It was the 
first full quarter in which the 
phone was sold by Verizon 
Wireless, the largest carrier 
in the U.S. Before, only AT&T 
sold the phone in the U.S. 
Apple usually has the year’s 
new iPhone model out by 
early July. That hasn’t hap¬ 
pened this year, and ana¬ 
lysts expect the new model 
to come in September in¬ 
stead. Apple executives 
didn’t provide any specifics 
on a call with analysts. 
Executives also resisted 
questions on whether Ap¬ 
ple will produce a cheap¬ 
er iPhone to compete 
against phones powered 
by Google Inc.’s Android 
software. Asian competi¬ 
tors like Samsung Electron¬ 
ics, LG Electronics and HTC 
Corp. are selling tens of 
millions of Android phones 
every quarter at prices that 
undercut the iPhone.

And if we can do that, and 
the price is lower, then we 
are great with that,” Chief 
Operating Officer Tim Cook 
told analysts on the call.

Last 
quarter, the company was 
struggling to make enough 
of the new iPad 2. Apple 
has sold nearly 29 million 
iPads since they first went 
on sale in April 2010. 

In other product catego¬ 
ries, trends were less impres¬ 
sive. 

Sales of Mac computers 
were 3.95 million, up 14 
percent from a year ago. 
That’s the lowest quarterly 
growth rate in two years. 
Cook said some people 
were probably buying 
iPads instead of Macs in the 
quarter, but he said more 
people were buying iPads 
over Windows PCs. He 
said he was pleased with 
14 percent growth com¬ 
pared with overall PC mar¬ 
ket growth of 2.6 percent, 
as measured by research 
firm IDC. Some buyers may 
also have been holding off 
while waiting for Lion, the 
new version of the Mac OS 
X operating system. Apple 
had said it would go on 
sale this month, and Apple 
confirmed on the call that it 
will go on sale Wednesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sci¬ 
ence from the space shut¬ 
tle helped open Earth’s 
eyes to the cosmos and 
sister planets. It created 
perhaps the most detailed 
topographical map of 
Earth.

shuttle, we have healthier 
baby formula and cooling 
socks to wear in hot weath¬ 
er. Most Americans wrongly 
credit the Apollo moon pro¬ 
gram with creating Earthly 
“spinoffs” of new technol¬ 
ogy that it never did: sticky 
Velcro, nonsticky Teflon and 
orange-powdered Tang — 
all things used by NASA but 
not invented there. 

Yet the 40-year space 
shuttle program often does 
not get recognized for its 
science and technology, 
NASA says. And shuttle- 
based science will come 
to an end when Atlantis, 
carrying mouse stem cell 
and vaccine experiments, 
comes home on Thursday. 
Of course spending nearly 
$200 billion on any ad¬ 
vanced technology will 
pay off in various un¬ 
planned ways. One scien¬ 
tist, a prominent critic of 
manned spaceflight, says 
NASA’s claimed benefits 
are more hype than hope. 
Bob Park, a professor of 
physics at the University 
of Maryland, debunker 
of science myths and au¬ 
thor of the book “Voodoo 
Science,” said much of 
NASA’s claims of science 
and earthly technological 
benefits is advertising ho¬ 
kum that helps companies 
sell items as being devel¬ 
oped in space. 

“If you trace them, there’s 
nothing there,” Park said. 
“Teflon, Tang, nothing was 
invented in space. Space 
used it.” 

Park points to a decades- 


old NASA spinoff report as 
supporting his skepticism. 
Scientists who have worked 
with and for the space 
agency say, however, that 
the shuttle research has 
paid off. 

“There's been a good deal 
of science learned on the 
shuttle,” said astronautics 
and health technology pro¬ 
fessor Laurence Young of 
the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, who has 
sent experiments on seven 
shuttle flights, mostly on 
how weightlessness affects 
the body. 

Science was not the rea¬ 
son the shuttle was built, 
said Rice University physicist 
Neal Lane, who was the 
head of the National Sci¬ 
ence Foundation and Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton’s science 
adviser. However, the shut¬ 
tle and the International 
Space Station, which could 
not have been constructed 
without the shuttle, are un¬ 
precedented places for 
important science. He has 
great hopes for an antimat¬ 
ter physics experiment that 
shuttle Endeavour deliv¬ 
ered to the station in May. 
People overlook the in¬ 
creased understanding 
in human biology that 
the shuttle and station 
have provided. Lane said. 
“We’ve learned some 
things about the human 
body that we had no other 
way to learn except to op¬ 
erate for some period of 
time — some extended pe¬ 
riod of time — in space.”

strength, have balance 
problems and weakened 
immune systems that in 
many ways are similar to 
aging. Studying how to 
combat bone loss on shut¬ 
tle astronauts with exercise 
and other activity may 
help the Earth-bound, they 
figure. 

Still, the most obvious sci¬ 
ence the shuttle helped 
generate is with astrono¬ 
my. Exhibit 1 is the Hubble 
Space Telescope, which 
changed Earth’s view 
of the cosmos and even 
its understanding of the 
age of the universe. It was 
launched with the shuttle, 
fixed with the shuttle and 
upgraded four other times 
by spacewalking shuttle 
astronauts. Without all that, 
Earth’s view of the rest of 
the universe would have 
been fuzzy at best. 

Former NASA science chief 
Alan Stern said the shuttle 
launched three other major 
space exploration probes: 
Galileo, which gave close- 
up views of Jupiter and its 
moons; Magellan, which 
mapped hot, chaotic Ve¬ 
nus; and Ulysses, which 
examined the sun’s larger 
influence on the edges of 
the solar system. 

But what is taken for grant¬ 
ed even more is how the 
shuttle improved our view 
of our home planet with 
one flight in 2000. The 
spacecraft carried a set of 
special radar instruments 
that mapped most of the 
world, including previously 
inaccessible areas such as 
jungles and mountaintops, 
with the most precise topo¬ 
graphical measurements 
ever. This is important for 
military planning and avia¬ 
tion. “It’s a gift that is going 
to keep on giving. It’s going 
to affect science, environ¬ 
ment and national secu¬ 
rity,” said University of Ten¬ 
nessee aviation and flight 
research professor John 
Muratore, a former NASA 
flight director. □

PROVIDENCE, Rhode Island 
(AP) — “Harry Potter” star 
Emma Watson says she 
plans to return to Brown 
University to complete her 
degree. 

The British actress who plays

“Harry Potter” series tells 
The Virginian-Pilot that she 
remains enrolled at Brown 
even though she’ll study at 
England’s Oxford University 
in the fall.

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The clash of generations

Over the past months, Repub¬ 
licans enjoyed enormous ad¬ 
vantages. Opinion polls showed 
that voters are eager to reduce 
the federal debt, and they want 
to do it mostly but not entirely 
through spending cuts. There 
was a Democratic president ea¬ 
ger to move to the center. He 
floated certain ideas that would 
be normally unheard of from a 
Democrat. According to wide¬ 
spread reports, White House of¬ 
ficials talked about raising the 
Medicare eligibility age, cutting 
Social Security by changing the 
inflation index, freezing domes¬ 
tic discretionary spending and 
offering to pre-empt the end of 
the Bush tax cuts in exchange for 
a broad tax-reform process. The 
Democratic offers were slippery, 
and President Barack Obama 
didn’t put them in writing. But 
John Boehner, the House speak¬ 
er, thought they were serious. 
The liberal activists thought they 
were alarmingly serious. I can 
tell you from my reporting that 
White House officials took them 
seriously. The combined effect 
would have been to reduce the 
size of government by $3 trillion 
over a decade. That’s a number 
roughly three times larger than 
the cost of the Obama health 
care law. It also would have 
brutally fractured the Demo¬ 
cratic Party. But the Republican 
Party decided not to pursue this 
deal, or even seriously consider 
it. Instead what happened was 
this: Conservatives told them¬ 
selves how steadfast they were 
being for a few weeks. Then 
morale crumbled. This week, 
Republicans will probably pass 
a balanced budget constitu¬ 
tional amendment that has zero 
chance of becoming law. Then 
they may end up clinging to a 
no mas Senate compromise. 
This proposal would pocket cuts 
that have already been agreed 
on, and it would eliminate lever¬ 
age for future cuts and make 
them less likely. 

It could be that this has been a 
glorious moment in Republican 
history. It could be that having 
convinced independents that 
they are a prudent party, Re¬ 
publicans will sweep the next 
election. Controlling the White 
House and Congress, perhaps 
they will have the guts to cut 
Medicare unilaterally, reform 
the welfare state and herald in 
an era of conservative great¬ 
ness. But it’s much more likely 
that Republicans will come to 
regret this missed opportunity. 
So let us pause to identify the 


people who decided not to 
seize the chance to usher in the 
largest cut in the size of govern¬ 
ment in U.S. history. They fall into 
a few categories: 

THE BELTWAY BANDITS 
American conservatism now 
has a rich network of Washing¬ 
ton interest groups adept at 
arousing elderly donors and at¬ 
tracting rich lobbying contracts. 
For example, Grover Norquist of 
Americans for Tax Reform has 
been instrumental in every re¬ 
cent GOP setback. He was a 
Newt Gingrich strategist in the 
1990s, a major Jack Abramoff 
companion in the 2000s and he 
enforced the no-compromise 
orthodoxy that binds the party 
today. 

Norquist is the Zelig of Republi¬ 
can catastrophe. His method is 
always the same. He enforces 
rigid ultimatums that make gov¬ 
ernance, or even thinking, im¬ 
possible. 

THE BIG GOVERNMENT BLOW- 
HARDS 

The talk-radio jocks are not in 
the business of promoting con¬ 
servative governance. They are 
in the business of building an au¬ 
dience by stroking the pleasure 
centers of their listeners. They 
mostly give pseudo Crispin’s 
Day speeches to battalions of 
the like-minded from the safety 
of the conservative ghetto. 
To keep audience share, they 
need to portray politics as a cat¬ 
aclysmic, Manichaean struggle. 
A series of compromises that 
steadily advance conservative 
aims would muddy their story 
lines and be death to their rat¬ 
ings. 

THE SHOW HORSES 

Republicans now have a group 
of political celebrities who are 
marvelously uninterested in ac¬ 
tually producing results. Sarah 
Palin and Michele Bachmann 
produce tweets, not laws. They 
have created a climate in which 
purity is prized over practicality. 

THE PERMANENT 

CAMPAIGNERS 

For many legislators, the pur¬ 
pose of being in Congress is not 
to pass laws. It’s to create clear 
contrasts you can take into the 
next election campaign. It’s 
not to take responsibility for the 
state of the country and make 
it better. It’s to pass responsibility 
onto the other party and force 
them to take as many difficult 
votes as possible. All of these 
groups share the same mental¬ 
ity. They do not see politics as 
the art of the possible. They do 
not believe in seizing opportu¬ 
nities to make steady, messy 
progress toward conservative 
goals. They believe that politics 
is a cataclysmic struggle. They 
believe that if they can remain 
pure in their faith then someday 
their party will win a total and 
permanent victory over its foes. 
They believe they are Gods of 
the New Dawn. Fortunately, 
there are still practical conser¬ 
vatives in the GOP, who believe 
in results, who believe in intel¬ 
ligent compromise. If people 
someday decide the events of 
the past weeks have been a de¬ 
bacle, then practical conserva¬ 
tives may regain control.□

ATHENS, Greece - I realize that I 
should be in Washington watch¬ 
ing the debt drama there, 
but I’ve opted instead to be 
in Greece to observe the off- 
Broadway version. There are a 
lot of things about this global 
debt tragedy that you can see 
better from here, in miniature, 
starting with the raw plot, which 
no one has described better 
than the Carnegie Endowment 
scholar David Rothkopf: “When 
the cold war ended, we thought 
we were going to have a clash 
of civilizations. It turns out we’re 
having a clash of generations.” 
Indeed, if there is one sentiment 
that unites the crises in Europe 
and America it is a powerful 
sense of “baby boomers behav¬ 
ing badly” - a powerful sense 
that the generation that came 
of age in the last 50 years, my 
generation, will be remembered 
most for the incredible bounty 
and freedom it received from its 
parents and the incredible debt 
burden and constraints it left on 
its children. 

It is no wonder that young 
Greeks reacted so harshly when 
their deputy prime minister, The¬ 
odoras Pangalos, referring to 
all the European Union loans 
and subsidies that propelled 
the Greek credit binge after 
1981, said, “We ate it togeth¬ 
er” - meaning the people and 
the politicians. That was true of 
the baby boomer generation 
of Greeks, now in their 50s and 
60s, and the baby boomer poli¬ 
ticians. But those just coming of 
age today will never get a bite. 


They will just get a bill. And they 
know it. 

You can see that when you walk 
around Athens’s central Syntag¬ 
ma Square, where young peo¬ 
ple now gather every evening 
to debate the crisis and register 
their protests at the future being 
imposed on them. The facades 
of banks around the square 
have been defaced, and flap¬ 
ping in the wind are two large 
banners. One says “IMF Em¬ 
ployee of the Year” and has a 
picture of Prime Minister George 
Papandreou, and the other says 
“Goldman Sachs Employee of 
the Year” and pictures George 
Papaconstantinou, the former 
finance minister. (And these are 
the good guys, trying to fix the 
problem.) Nearby is a picture of 
a baby, saying: “Father, whose 
side were you on when they 
were selling our country?” And 
the more blunt: “Yield to rage,” 
“Class war, not national war,” 
and, finally, “Life - not just sur¬ 
vival” - a message that seemed 
filled with foreboding about 
what the next decade is going 
to be like for young Greeks. 

I was struck by one big similar¬ 
ity between what I heard in 
Tahrir Square in Cairo in Febru¬ 
ary and what one hears in Syn¬ 
tagma Square today. It’s the 
word “justice.” You hear it more 
than “freedom.” That is because 
there is a deep sense of theft 
in both countries, a sense that 
the way capitalism played out 
in Egypt and Greece in the last 
decade was in its most crony- 
esque, rigged and corrupt de¬ 
formation, letting some people 
get fantastically rich simply 
because of their proximity to 
power. So there is a hunger not 
just for freedom, but for justice. 
Or, as Rothkopf puts it, “not just 
for accounting, but for account¬ 
ability.” 

“There are no jokes about this 
crisis,” the Greek novelist Chris¬ 
tos Chomenidis told me. “Every¬ 
one is in a bad temper. It feels 
like nearly everyone is against 
everyone. If the economic situa¬ 
tion gets worse and worse, I am 
afraid for what can happen.” 
The other day striking Greek 


cabdrivers tried to muscle their 
way into the minister of infra¬ 
structure’s office - only to dis¬ 
cover that it was already full of 
his own ministry’s striking em¬ 
ployees. Take a number, please. 
That brings up another similarity 
between Greece and Ameri¬ 
ca: that the necessary may be 
impossible, that baby boomer 
politicians in the age of Twitter 
may not be up to addressing 
problems this big. The hole is too 
deep and power too fragment¬ 
ed. The only way out is by col¬ 
lective action - where ruling and 
opposition parties unite, share 
the pain and take the necessary 
steps. But that is not happening 
here or in Washington. There are 
Eric Cantors everywhere - reck¬ 
less baby boomer politicians for 
whom no crisis is too serious to 
set aside political ambition and 
ideology. 

But there is an adult lurking. 
China has been buying Spanish, 
Portuguese and Greek bonds 
to help stabilize these Chinese 
export markets. “These are 
delicate times, and we take a 
positive role,” Yi Gang, deputy 
governor of the People’s Bank 
of China, told the British newspa¬ 
per The Guardian in January. 

This is a role America used to 
play, but can no longer afford. 
Anyone who thinks that this eco¬ 
nomic crisis, if prolonged, won’t 
also hasten a global power shift 
has never heard of the Golden 
Rule: He who has the gold, sets 
the rules. “We are so used to the 
Americans providing the solu¬ 
tions for Europe and leading,” 
said Vassilis T. Karatzas, a Greek 
money manager. “But what 
happens when we are both in 
the same boat?” 

What happens is that both 
the American and European 
dreams hang in the balance. Ei¬ 
ther we both put our nations on 
more sustainable growth paths 

- which requires cutting, tax¬ 
ing and investing for the future 

- or we’re looking at a world in 
which democracies are going 
to turn on themselves and fight 
over shrinking pies, with China 
having a growing say over how 
big the slices will be.Q 
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
